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City ‘strikes out’ on professional baseball

Romulus has apparently struck out in an 
effort to lure minor league baseball to the 
city. 

The Detroit Tigers organization has nixed 
the idea of allowing one of its farm clubs to 
come to Romulus. 

City sources said the reason for the break¬ 
down in negotiations was the lack of an 
agreement with developers who own or are 
looking for projects for the land around the 
airport, where the city would like to see an 
arena built 

Economic Development Director Tim 


Keyes said the prospect of having a team in 
the city is not lost, however. 

“We’re in discussions with some other 
teams,” he said. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the Tigers’ decision to pull out, 
however 

“I liked the idea of baseball, and I still 
think it would be great family entertainment 
for the people in the area,” he said. ‘The 
teams have activities for families in addition 
to the games, and its affordable” 

The city was hoping a minor league team 
could play in a park built within the Metro 
World Center site, which is a 73-acre parcel 
of vacant land surrounding Detroit 


Metropolitan Airport. The concept of the 
“airport city” was supposed initially sup¬ 
posed to be comprised mostly of office and 
technology space, but the decision was made 
last year to widen the area that would be ear¬ 
marked for entertainment and retail purpos¬ 
es. 

The park would potentially be located at 
Wick and Vining roads. 

Minor league baseball - even though con¬ 
sidered a second-string sport to major league 
counterparts - is a big moneymaker for cities 
willing to negotiate with a major league 
team, or independent team owners. The

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers will likely approve a contract 
with a provider of recreational 
management services in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Mechanicsville, VA.-based 
Rink Management Services, a 
firm that provides on-site manage¬ 
ment of all activities related to 
sports and recreational facilities, 
will be brought on board by the 
city to supervise and maintain the 
new Wayne Road recreational 
building, which should open 
shortly after the first of the year, 
said Tim Keyes, economic devel¬ 
opment director for the city. 

“It’s part of their job to manage 


everything - from the hiring of 
people to man the facility to mar¬ 
keting the facility,” he said. “It’s a 
very large, state of the art build¬ 
ing, and we needed a professional 
firm to make sure things work 
properly.” 

Rink Management and the city 
have negotiated a three-year con¬ 
tract, which will have to be final¬ 
ized by a majority vote of the 
seven-member city council. Keyes 
said the parameters of the agree¬ 
ment were spelled out to council 
members at a public study session 
that took place before the regular 
council meeting last week 

The firm will be paid $84,000 
per year to manage the center, 
according to the terms of the con¬ 
tract All persons who work at the 


center will be employees of the 
management company, not the 
city 

Keyes said about 100 people 
will hired, including a handful of 
full-time supervisors and several 
part-timers. 

The plan for the facility is to 
finance the operational expenses 
- including utilities, payroll and 
other costs - using money gar¬ 
nered from the sale of member¬ 
ships on an ongoing basis. The 
Tax Increment Financing 
Authority (Tit A) has set aside an 
account to pay for initial expens¬ 
es. 

Approval of the contract is 
urgent because the city would like 


Woman 
killed 
in crash

A Romulus woman lost her 
life Nov. 9 after a man who was 
apparently driving under the 
influence of alcohol rear-ended 
her vehicle, according to Inkster 
police detectives. 

Marie Barron, 71, was 
stopped at a traffic light on 
Michigan Avenue at Henry Ruff 
Road in her Pond Focus at about 
6:45 p.m. when she was struck 
from behind by a Ford 
Expedition driven by Dannie 
Baker, 46, of West Bloomfield. 

The Focus — a much smaller 
vehicle than the Expedition — 
burst into flames when it was 
struck, said Det Colleen Kurth 
of the Inkster Police 
Department 

“We’re not sure what exactly 
what the cause of death was at 
this time, whether it was the 
impact or smoke inhalation,” she 
said. “But we’re waiting on the 
(Wayne County) Medical 
Examiner’s report” 

Paramedics from both 
Inkster and Westland responded 
to the scene along with Inkster 
officers and Wayne County 
Sheriff’s deputies. However, 
attempts to save her life failed 
and she died at the scene of the 
accident, Kurth said. 

Baker also had minor 
injuries, and he was transported 
to an area hospital by Westland 
Rescue. A blood test performed 
at the hospital indicated that he

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Teens charged in 
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thrill kill’ beheading

TVvo teenagers have been charged with a 
gruesome murder uncovered last week in 
Northville Township. 

Jean Pierre Orlewicz, 17, of Plymouth and 
Alexander James Letkemann, 18, of 
Westland, were arraigned in Romulus on 
charges of first degree premeditated mur¬ 
der, felony murder, and mutilation of a 
corpse on Monday afternoon. They face life 
in prisoa 

Wayne County Prosecutor Kym Worthy 
said the young men knew 26-year-old Daniel 
Sorenson of River Rouge, but the most likely 
motive for the crime was simply because 
they wanted to do it 

“I’ve seen every kind of crime and still the 
idea that there are people who would kill 
just for the thrill of it is bone chilling,” said 
Worthy, who has been in law enforcement 
for 22 years. “The evidence that the police 
have gathered in this case suggests just that” 

Sorenson’s decapitated and burned body 
was discovered Thursday morning. Police 
released additional details of the crime on 
morning. Citing the tremendous cooperative 
effort between nine different policing agen¬ 
cies, officials believe: 

The two suspects lured Sorenson to 
Orlewicz’s grandfather’s home on Holly 
Lane in Canton Township with the express 
intent of killing him. 

“They had a space prepared so they could 
kill him,” said Worthy of the garage on Holly

Lane, where a tarp had been spread out to 
gather up evidence of the crime and clean¬ 
ing products stood nearby. 

They stabbed the victim repeatedly and 
severed his head after he died, Worthy said. 
They used a blowtorch on his hands and feet 
to hide the identity of the victim, then 
wrapped the body in a tarp and took it to the 
vacant cul-de-sac in Northville Township 
where he was discovered. They set the body 
on fire there, according to Worthy. 

They allegedly took the head and tossed it 
into the Rouge River in Hines Park 

‘There is ample evidence of premedita¬ 
tion in this case,” said Worthy. ‘This was a 
well thought out crime. They went to great 
lengths to try to conceal the identity of the 
victim and they wanted to get as many police 
agencies involved as they could.” 

The suspects’ attempt to hide the identity 
didn’t work out. though. Police discovered 
Sorenson’s identity through a fingerprint 
and then tracked down his vehicle, a red 
pick-up truck that had been abandoned at 


the Meijer store on Newburgh and Warren 
roads in Westland. 

Tips also led to the discovery of the sev¬ 
ered head near the Dearborn Heights and 
Detroit border, according to Worthy. 

Orlewicz is a senior at Canton High 
School. Letkemann attended the Wayne- 
Westland School District until 2004, when he 
left for an alternative school in Livonia 

Worthy said additional charges may be 
filed against other suspects in the case, but 
declined to comment further 

‘There are other persons of interest out 
there,” she said. ‘There is no one else in cus¬ 
tody at this time, but the investigation contin¬ 
ues.” 

“This is a horrific case,” said John 
Santomauro, director of Canton Public 
Safety. “We’re talking about 17-year-olds 
being charged. I think all of us are shocked 
by what we’ve seem” 

Sgt Rick Pomorski of the Canton 
Township Police Department said police 
were still talking to people of interest in the 
case. 

“A lot of people think that when a person 
is arrested, the investigation is over,” he said, 
“but sometimes, that is just the beginning. 
Information continues to flow. The investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing” 

Letkemann and Orlewicz are scheduled 
for a preliminary examination at 9 a.m. on 
Monday at the 35th District Court. More 
details of the investigation, motive and con¬ 
nection between suspects and victims will be 
unveiled then, he said.

In 2006, the Michigan Harvest 
Gathering collected more than $300,000 
and 350,000 pounds of food. The 2007 
goal is $350,000 and 500,000 pounds of 
food. 

The campaign helps supply state 
regional food banks through the dona¬ 
tions of food and money. The regional 
food banks served food pantries, soup 
kitchens and shelters in every Michigan 
county, Land stressed.

Toledo Mud Hens, a minor 
league team associated with the 
Detroit Tigers, regularly sell out 
Fifth Third Field, which is locat¬ 
ed in downtown Toledo. In 2006, 
Toledo hosted the Triple All-Star 
Game, and $3 million was 
pumped into the local economy 
there, according to published 


reports. 

Karen Cullen, a spokesperson 
for Ilitch Holdings, owners of the 
Tigers’ team, said she could not 
respond by press time, but did 
say she would look into why the 
deal was abandoned. 

Keyes said one aspect of hav¬ 
ing a minor league team in the 
city that might be better off aban¬ 
doned is the idea of baseball. 

“We’re looking at football, 
hockey... we’re taking a look at 


other options,” he said. 

The area does already have 
one minor league hockey team, 
the Plymouth Whalers, which 
play at the Compuware Arena 
near M-14 in Plymouth 
Township. 

Despite the closeness of 
Plymouth Township, Lambert 
feels another hockey team could 
be successful in Romulus. 

“When you look at the num¬ 
bers, their games are sold out in 


advance all of the time,” he said. 
“We like hockey here in 
Michigan I don’t think we’d have 
any problems attracting fans.” 

A hockey arena could double 
as a convention center if it is 
built Lambert said a number of 
the arenas have moveable ice to 
accommodate other types of 
events. 

He added that preliminary 
talks - not negotiations - are also 
possible with a soccer team.

to start a marketing push to get 
residents and non-residents 
signed up for memberships. 

“Because the financing is 
membership-based, we need to 
start marketing activities, which is 
part of what Rink is doing for us,” 
Keyes said. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he 
also is anxious to get the contract 
finalized. 

Direct mailers and other meth¬ 
ods of communications will be 
used to encourage the purchase of 


memberships, but that’s contin¬ 
gent on the council’s approval, 
Keyes said. 

“It’s important that we move 
forward now to get the mailers 
out,” he said. “We’d also need to 
do advertise the facility to let peo¬ 
ple know what if offers, and when 
it’s opening.” 

The city announced plans to 
renovate the recreation facility - 
which was once a warehouse 
owned by the Overhead Crane 
Co- in January 2005. The Wayne 
Road building was expanded to 


90,000 square feet, not including 
outdoor amenities. The facility is 
expected to cover an 11-acre par¬ 
cel of land that was acquired by 
the city after the purchase of the 
old warehouse. 

The $18 million cost was 
financed by the TIFA 

When it opens, some aspects of 
the building may not be complet¬ 
ed, Keyes said. A final date has 
not been identified. 

According to information on 
the Rink Management web site, 
the firm is the largest recreation 


management service in North 
America 

Romulus would not be the first 
endeavor in Michigan the firm has 
taken oa Rink Management pro¬ 
vides operational services for the 
Taylor Sportsplex, a nearby an 
indoor recreational and sports 
activities facility in Taylor. The 
Romulus facility will be on par 
with the Sportsplex, which is 
147,000 square feet and has two 
ice rinks, inline and soccer and 
lacrosse fields, lounges, and sev¬ 
eral meeting rooms.

was drunk at the time of the 
accident, Kurth said. 

After Baker received treat¬ 
ment for cuts and bruises, he 
was taken into custody by 
Inkster police. 

Wayne County prosecutors 
approved a warrant for Baker, 
and he was arraigned via video 
at the 34th District Court in 
Romulus Monday. He will face 
charges of driving under the 
influence of alcohol, causing 
death, and manslaughter. The 
charges are punishable by up to 
15 years behind bars. 

Kurth said that Baker had 
previous convictions for drunk 
driving on his record. 

Visiting Judge Donald 
Vandersloot ordered Baker held 
in lieu of $500,000 cash bond and 
entered a not guilly plea on his 
behalf. Baker is currently in cus¬ 
tody at the Wayne County Jail. 

Baker will return to the 22nd 
District Court in Inkster for a 
pre-trial exam at 9 am. on Nov.

Time to do the job 


Legislators in Lansing have touted two major successes recently. 

The compromise that led to the approval of the 2007-2008 budget 
approval and the push to hold the presidential primary in January 
were designed to poise Michigan for the future and expand the voice 
of our state on the national stage. 

Now, one aspect of the budget—the unusual and largely unpopular 
sales tax on some services—has been repealed and not yet replaced 
and the fate of the primary may be in the hands of the courts or sub¬ 
ject to the whims of partisan politics. Good luck, either way. 

Rather than tackle these and other pressing issues, legislators took 
off on a two-week vacation this week after a long weekend caused by 
the Veteran’s Day holiday. 

Good job and have a nice time, everyone. 

Both of these issues symbolize an appalling lack of leadership and 
direction in our state. It’s frustrating for many of us at the local level, 
who are trying to do our jobs, plan for the future and, in many cases, 
keep local municipalities afloat 

Perhaps this is an argument for the re-evaluation of term limits. 
Maybe what some legislators have said—that it takes too long to learn 
the job to do it effectively in six years in the House or eight in the 
Senate. That seems like a woeful learning curve to us, but then again, 
we’ve never been up there dealing with the day-to-day pressures of 
the job. 

The fact that a vacation seems like the right thing to do right now 
could put focus on another issue that would save the state a good deal 
of money: transforming the legislature into a part-time body. Perhaps 
a package that combined that with an extension or elimination of 
term limits would win favor with the voters. 

Legislators should do something to fix this mess we’re in sooner 
rather than later Whatever is decided about the upcoming primary 
could be a double-edged sword for our state: the national spotlight 
can be harsh, indeed.

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More post-election thoughts 


Will anyone surprised that the developers of the former Northville 
Psychiatric Hospital filed a lawsuit against Northville Township 
please raise their hands? 

We thought so. 

We’re not surprised, either, and neither are officials in Northville 
Township. They’ve said for more than a year that this thing would 
probably end up in court 

The early signs indicated it, too, through the legal presence in pub¬ 
lic meetings where the concept plan and request for consideration 
under the Brownfield Redevelopment Authority act were considered. 

Those signs were verified last Wednesday, when the lawsuit landed 
on Township Manager Chip Snider’s desk. The suit seeking damages 
of more than $25,000, all but accused the township of keeping 
Michigan in its single state recession by denying the Highwood con¬ 
cept that would allegedly bring in $800 million in overall investment 
in the state, thousands of jobs and plenty of tax revenue to the town¬ 
ship. They claim they were thwarted at every level. 

Please. 

No self-respecting local politician would want to block this kind of 
development at a time when tax revenues are drying up. But if this 
development would overburden the infrastructure, tax the public 
safety department with calls to neighborhoods where the houses are 
too close together and force the school district to construct a new 
school, where do you draw the line? 


Just days after Election Day in the City of 
Wayne, the sore losers and conspiracy theorists 
had their thoughts on the outcome of the vote. 

The negative thoughts that were notably absent 
from the campaign season couldn’t stay gone for¬ 
ever, it seems. People questioned my integrity and 
the actions of Mathew Mulholland, who earned 
more votes than anyone else in the election. 

Well, I’m at peace with it I gave a lot of press to 
Mulholland, but people who do more tend to get 
more press. I was impressed that he took the ini¬ 
tiative to sit by the mural on the State Wayne 
Theater until the wee hours of the morning on 
Devil’s Night just in case.

The township has approved 
the concept plan, too. They did 
that in April which, coincidental¬ 
ly, is the last time township offi¬ 
cials said they’ve heard directly 
from the developer—until 
Wednesday. 

The problem is the developer 
just doesn’t like the plan that was 


approved and they’re taking a 
hard line in their ‘negotiations.’ 

The township has increased 
the size of the commercial com¬ 
ponent on the corner, just not 
enough to ‘make it viable’ accord- 
ing to the developers. We all 
know what that means: they 
won’t make enough money on it 

So now the issue will head to 
the courts. Township officials 
said they will hold the line on the 
issue. It’s pretty clear that the 
developer will, too. The two sides 
will talk back and forth through 
the media—and now lawyers and 
in the end, after thousands of dol¬ 
lars have been spent on both 
sides, a court will order them to 
do what they should have done in 
the first place: negotiate.

Student group organizes event to promote better teen habits

Belleville High School student 
Ponce Garner wants to show oth¬ 
ers the reality of eating disorders. 

In his minute and a half video, 
Gamer displays images of people 
who suffer from the disease in an 
effort to demonstrate the deathly 
effects they can have on the 
human body 

“I have family and friends who 
are always commenting about 
how they’re fat or they need to 
lose weight when they really 
don’t,” said Gamer, a sophomore 
in the Family Career and 
Community Leaders of America 
(FCCLA) student group “Most 
people will probably be scared 
and nervous after watching this 
video, but when they see this, I 
hope they see they’re skinny 
enough now.” 

Gamer, along with other stu¬ 
dents, took their message to every¬ 
one to live healthier lives last 
week during the parent-teacher 
conferences at the high school. 

Julie Schultz, teacher of the 
FCCLA group, said the turnout of 
the health fair was amazing, bring¬ 


ing in students, staff and parents. 

“It’s about public awareness, 
especially student awareness,” 
said Schultz, who is also a regis¬ 
tered nurse. “There’s some really 
unhealthy habits now so we’re 
showing what it would look like if 
people don’t change their behav¬ 
ior. 

“The kids got a lot out of it,” she 
added. “For example, we identi¬ 
fied students who were border¬ 
line high blood pressure and 
asked what they could do to bring 
that down. The bonus is the kids 
can come back for help, as well” 

The health fair, which was a 
first for the high school, included 
booths and information on topics 
like the effects of smoking, teen 
suicide, alcohol facts, saying no to 
drugs, inhalants, consequences of 
obesity, benefits of exercise, AIDS 
consequences, lifestyles and the 
cause of death, marijuana and it’s 
effects, health surveys and a blood 
drive for the American Red Cross. 

Samantha Flake, president of 
FCCLA, said she wanted every¬ 
one to take home an awareness of 
what she learned about the effects 
of alcohol. 

“For example, students grades 


can go down when they’re using 
alcohol. This helps tell them what 
they can do,” said the senior stu¬ 
dent. “Alcohol affects the body 
long-term and everyone around 
them.” 

Organizations, such as the 
American Cancer Society, 


Belleville Pediatrics, the Comer 
Health Center, the Ozone House, 
Taylor Teen Health Center and 
the Eastern Michigan University 
Office of Nutrition Services, were 
also on hand. 

Cheryl Gniewek, community

Tonight. Hines Drive will be 
transformed into a winter won¬ 
derland as the newly expanded 
Wayne County Parks Lightfest 
returns. 

The Merriman Hollow area of

environmental concerns. 

“A lot of people were writing 
to me and to the county executive 
saying, ‘We love the light show, 
but we want more’,” said Watts.

Veterinary student takes on animal care at Northville Maybury Farm

Like many who start a new job, Laura 
Roberts spent the first month getting to 
know everyone around her 

It might not seem to difficult to remem¬ 
ber names like ‘Caramel’ and ‘Target,’ but 
her duties at the Maybury Farm bring 
some difficulties in that area, too. 

“They’ve introduced me to all 13 sheep 
by name—but sheep are all white,” she 
said with a laugh. “I may have remem¬ 
bered one or two of their names.” 

Roberts, a Northville resident, spends 
several days a week at the farm near 
Maybury State Park, generally cleaning up 
and getting things ready for the upcoming 
winter. 

She’s studying to be a veterinarian and 
already holds a certificate of equine man¬ 
agement from Michigan State University. 
She grew up on a farm near the western 
border of the township and is familiar 
with the operation, but she said she wasn’t 
really looking for a job at Maybury when 
she posted her resume online. 

A trained firefighter, Roberts works 
part-time at the Huron Valley Ambulance 
Co. She said she was looking for some¬ 
thing to supplement it 

“I didn’t expect to pick up a farm job,” 
Roberts said. “But it happened at a good 
time for me.” 

It was a good time for the farm, too, 
according to Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Fbundatioa The foundation oversees the 
operation of the farm and Peters said

there was a lot of work to do because of 
the condition it was left in at the end of the 
summer. With her education and back¬ 
ground, Roberts was a good fit, Peters 


added. 

“She knows so iriuch about the ani¬ 
mals,” Peters said. “I think she’s going to 
be awesome.” 


Between her time at class and her 
other duties, Roberts has been at the farm 
almost daily: cleaning stalls, exercising j! 
animals and separating them in order to 
keep the population down during the long 
winter months. 

There’s also been plenty of other work 
to do, like mending the fencing in the pas¬ 
tures and reinforcing that so the smaller 
animals can’t get out—or predators can’t 
getia 

“We want to get everything fixed up 
before the winter,” Roberts said. “We want 
to get everyone in and happy, so we can be 
happy.” 

She said she’s also planning ways to 
bring the farm back to where it was when 
she was a child. A frequent visitor, she 
remembers what it was like to visit the tall 
draft horses that poked their heads over 
their fences to greet childrea 

A4-H coordinator, she said she wants to 
get that club involved more with the oper¬ 
ations at the farm. She also wants to bring 
in more diversity, too. 

“There are more than one breed of 
sheep, or goat, or cow,” Roberts said. 

Most of those decisions will be made in 
the spring, as the farm is readied for its 
annual re-opening. Fbr now, she said she’s 
committed to keeping the farm an impor¬ 
tant part of the overall community. 

“It’s a working farm, but it’s a learning 
process,” she said. ‘People need to know 
that this is what goes oa 

“It’s wide open as far as where the farm 
can go from here,” she added. “We’re 
always open to suggestions or any ideas— 
as long as they’re positive.”

Students at Belleville High 
School can now earn their college 
degree a little earlier 

As part of a new program, the 
Van Buren Public School District 
has partnered with the Wayne 
County Community College 
District western campus for an 
associate degree program. 
Students in the 10th, 11th and 
12th grades who enter the inten¬ 
sive program will graduate with 
both a high school diploma and 
an associate degree, according to 
officials. 

“I feel this is a wonderful 
opportunity for our students as 
we grow our partnership with 
Wayne County Community 
College,” said Pete Lazaroff, 
superintendent of the school dis¬ 
trict “We originally targeted this 
program for 2009, but thanks to 
the effort of our staff and the col¬ 
lege, we are able to offer the pro¬ 
gram second semester” 

Students admitted to the pro¬ 
gram can earn college credits to 
graduate with an associate 
degree or—depending on the pro¬ 
gram—credits toward a degree, 
according to Lazaroff 

It will prepare students for a 
technological and competitive job 
market, give a career head start, 
help to make a smooth transition 
into college and control educa¬ 
tion costs, according to officials. 
One of the most attractive aspects

of the program is the ability of 
high school students to earn 
accelerated college credits at no 
out-of-the pocket expense while 
they are in the public schools, col¬ 
lege officials said. 

The associate degree program 
will offer three levels for students 
to choose from, including an asso¬ 
ciate degree completion, an asso¬ 
ciate degree preparation and a 
certification. Depending on the 
age requirement for completion, 
the student will have the option 
of enrolling in a program that 
best fits their chosen career path. 

Programs include: an associ¬ 
ate of science degree in emer¬ 
gency medical technology; crimi¬ 
nal justice, law enforcement and 
corrections; fire protection tech¬ 
nology; allied health; pre-engi¬ 
neering and forensic photogra¬ 
phy; along with an associate of 
business administration degree; 
an associate of arts degree in 
computer games development 
and a phlebotomy certificate pro¬ 
gram. 

According to college officials, 
high school students will be trans¬ 
ported to the western campus 
each day and will take classes 


each semester. Students are 
required to wear uniforms to both 
the college and high school class¬ 
es. High school students will be 
identified on the college campus 
by uniform of their high school 
associate degree program. 
Students are responsible for all 
uniform fees. 

“The uniform seems to sup¬ 
port the research that you behave 
how you dress,” said Nancy 
Ruetz, teacher and administrator 
at the western campus. “We’ve 


had rave reviews from instruc¬ 
tors. The students have to be 
highly motivated and organized 
to attend both high school and 
college programs.” 

During the summer, students 
can continue their program on 
their own, earning enough credits 
to get a jump-start on their future 
college career path. 
Transportation is not included in 
the summer 

The Wayne County Community 
College District has a similar pro¬ 
gram with Inkster Public Schools, 
as well. 

“Any school district that comes 
after Inkster will benefit,” said 
Ruetz. “The students we take into 
the program will be chosen and 
scheduled wisely so they won’t be 
overwhelmed, but still receive a 
challenge. We’ve had good suc¬

Hollowed, at 6-foot-l, is tough and not 
afraid to go after the bad around the rim.

No one can predict that she will have to 
repeat that this year at any point but she 
hopes so.
